A resolution by Reeve Arthur 
D. Evans, Newmarket, was 
passed to set up a preliminary 
committee and make initial 
agreements for presentation to 
councils in the district. New ; - 
market appointed Mr. Evans as 
Newmarket council representa- 
tive for the unit on Monday 
night. 

Dr. R. J. Struthers of the pro- 
vincial department of health had 
told the meeting in Aurora that 
the cost of the plan would be 
nearly $50,000 with the province 
paying half. It would cost th-3 
average citizen $1.20 per year. 

The percentage that Newmar- 
ket's assessment hears on the 
total assessment of the 14 mun- 
icipalities is 7.78 percent and 
Aurora's is 5.30 percent. In the 
same ratio, the cost for the 
health plan per year for New- 
market would be $2,178.40 and 
for Aurora, $1,484. 

In each municipality in the 
unit, all local boards of health, 
sanitary inspectors, nurses and 
milk inspectors would be super- 
seded by the new unit which 
would not only assume the du- 
ties of the local health depart- 
ments but extend the health 
services. 

Unit personnel would include 
medical officers of health, sup- 
ervisor of nurses, eight nurses, 
two sanitary inspectors, a cleri- 
cal staff of three. The county

Roche's Point— Mildred Holt, 
49, a Toronto nurse, was credit- 
ed with saving the lives of 11 
people with her frantic screams 
and a two-year-old baby whom 
she threw to safety when a 
midnight fire razed the $100,000 

summer home of David Dunkel- 

man of Toronto. 

Starting in the ground floor 
bedroom in which Miss Holt 
and the baby were sleeping, the 
fire swept through the 16-room 
residence in a matter of min- 
utes. 

The room nearly enveloped in 
flames and with nearly all 
means of exit cut off, Miss Holt 
grabbed Lawrence Wilner, 2, 
from his bed, smashed a window 
and tossed him ten feet to the 

ground where he was caught by 
two neighors. Jumping out 

herself, she suffered a sprained 

ankle and burns about the face, 

arms and back. 

Miss Holt said she was asleep 
when the fire started. "The 
smoke must have awakened me 
for I was choking and could 
hardly breathe. Then I saw the 
flames shooting from the wall. 
I pulled a blanket off my bed, 
wrapped the baby in it and ran 
to the window." 

Also in the house were: Mrs. 
David Dunkelman, wife of the 
owner; her daughter, Mrs. Mor- 
ton Wilner, and Mrs. Wilner's 
other two children, Tommy, 5, 
and James, 7; Richard Dunkel- 
man, son of Mr. and Mrs. Joe 
Dunkelman, Toronto, who have 
a nearby summer home; and 
Mrs. Ernest Dunkelman and her 
daughter, Carol, and the main- 
tenance staff of four. No be- 
longings were saved, all being 
forced to flee the fire in their 
night clothes. 

Mrs. Wilner arrived from 
Washington, D.C., with her 
three boys ten days ago for a 
summer visit with her mother. 
"Miss Holt was a real heroine," 
she said. "We all owe our 
lives to her. We had retired for 
the night. Richard Dunkelman, 
my nephew, and I were the only 
ones with upstairs bedrooms." 

"Miss Holfs screams woke us 
up. I got to the stairway. The 
flames were really roaring. 
Tommy and Jimmy had scramb- 
led out of their beds and had 
reached the hall without any 
trouble. Seeing they were safe, 
I tried to get into their bedroom 
where they had been sleeping 
with Miss Holt and the baby. 
The doorway was a wall of 
flames and I couldn't get in so 
I ran outside. I had just reach- 
ed their window when I saw 
Miss Holt toss the baby to two 
neighbors, Martin Ross and Irv- 
ing Rotterman, and then jump 
herself" 

Within minutes over 50 neigh- 
bors were on hand, helping in 
every way they could. Mean- 
while Pat Arthurs, 17-year-old 
telephone operator at Roche's 
Point, had put in a call to the 
Sutton Volunteer Fire Brigade. 
Under fire thief Phil Snokcs 
they arrived within 15 minutes. 
Drawing water from Lake Sim- 
coe, 100 yards away, they man- 
aged to keep the flames from 
spreading. The frame structure, 
a local landmark and showplace, 
was enveloped in flames within 
a matter of minutes and was 
impossible to save. 

Taken to Toronto General hos- 
pital Miss Holt was found to be 
suffering from pain and shock. 
Her condition is not serious.

Newmarket — The second tests 

from water taken out of Hogarl- ( 

town creek where the town has 

proposed the building of a 

swimming pond have proved 
unsatisfactory with a class D 
test. First tests had brought 
class A results. Although the 
subject of a swimming pool was 
not revived at council meeting 
on Monday night, it would ap- 
pear that the second tests took 
the edge off the plans and that 
there is no chance of an immed- 
iate start on any kind of pool. 

At u meeting of the board of 
health on TuVsday morning, 
chairman Dr. J. G- Cock said he 
wondered why council had not 
consulted the local board of 
health or at least obtained a 
more . definite opinion on the 
swimming spot from the provin- 
cial board of health. 

"Without proper facilities and 
treatment with chlorine, every 
mother would blame such a 
swimming pool in ihe event of 
an outbreak of disease In town/' 
said Dr. Cock. He added that 
there was a great need for 
a proper swimming pool in 

Newmarket. 



Mayor Jos. Vale was sum- 
moned to the meeting to con- 
tinue the discussion during 
which M.O.H. Dr. L. W. Dales 
said that he did not particularly 
approve of the type of swim- 
ming facility but that he would 
like to see the town m a k e a 
start on it and they would find 
out for themselves what is real- 
ly needed. 

•i felt lhat It would possibly 
develop Into some enthusiasm 
for building a real swimming 
pool," said Dr. Dales. "Surely 
there is enough money in a 
growing town of this size to 
have a modern swimming pool. 
It certainly should have one," he 
said. 

The mayor said that the prop- 
erty between Lydin and Tim- 
othy Sis. at the stream was ideal 
for a swimimng spot. il The coun- 
cil had decided to do something 
to provide swimming even if it 
were only deep enough for kids 
to splash around but since the 
second water tests were not sat- 
isfactory, that Idea appears to be 
out," he said. 

Dr. Dales declared that there 
was no reason why a- cement 
tank could not be built at' the 



same spot and that the water, if 

chlorinated, could be used from 

the stream. 

"I don't know whether council 
would build a cement tank or 
not." said Mr. Vale, "but there is 
the chance for various town or- 
ganizations to get together and 
do something." It was stated 
that the firemen had already a 
swimming pool fund and that 
possibly the Lions Club had 
money set aside for such pur- 
poses. "The problem in the 
past," said the mayor, "is that 
all these organizations have dif- 
ferent ideas on what kind of fac- 
ilities they want." 

"It's high time we all got to- 
gether and did some co-operat- 
ing in this town," said Dr. Dales. 
"If everybody would get togeth- 
er, maybe we would have a 
swimming pool." 

The meeting agreed that if 
plans developed for such a pro- 
ject, there would be consulta- 
tion between council, the local 
board of health and the provin- 
cial board of health so that prop- 
er facilities and water treatment 
would be assured before going 
ahead. " 



In spite of picnics and wed- 
dings, the rain on Saturday 
was welcomed over the whole 
York district by farmers and 
town folk alike. Breaking the 
record drought which has pre- 
vailed since Easter, the inch 
or more of rain has penetrat- 
ed deep into the parched fields 
and gardens and will help the 
late grain, corn and root crops 
as well as the vegetable crops.

TO LICENSE, 

INSPECT 

RESTAURANTS 



Newmarket — A by-law for reg- 
ulating and licensing restaurants 
was passed at the council meet- 
ing on Monday night. The by- 
law was first proposed by Dr. L. 
W. Dales, M.O.H. 

All restaurants or places where 
food is handled and sold to be 
eaten on the premises will have 
to be inspected by the sanitary 
inspector or any official on be- 
half of the M.O.H. before a lic- 
ense can be obtained, according 
to the by-law. They will be sub- 
ject to inspection at any time. 
Each restaurant will have to be 
kept in a proper clean and sani- 
tary condition or else the license 
will be revoked and at the same 
time, the business closed. 

All such places will be sub- 
ject to the control of the regul- 
ations in the Public Health Act. 
License fee is to be $5 per year. 
The M.O.H. has power to close 
a restaurant also according to the 
health act regulations. 

Councillor Lome Payntcr rais- 
ed the question of examining 
personnel who work in restaur- 
ants. "Any person could be hired 
off the street and no on would 
know anything about him," he 
said. The solicitor said that 
there was no provision in the 
Ontario Health act for such 
action yet. Toronto has a sys- 
tem of cxaming restaurant per- 
sonnel. 

At a board of health meeting 
Tuesday it was conceded that 
the m.o.h. had the power to ex- 
amine personnel u n d e r the 
health act. Said Dr. Dales, "The 
daily habits of a restaurant 
worker are more important than 
just an examination which does 
not show much. There is not 
much an official can do about 
the habits of a restaurant work-

Overcome By Smoke 



Aurora— The speedy action of 
Loring DoolittJe, 20, is credited 
with saving the life of his fath- 
er who was overcome by smoke 
when his Aurora home caught

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Noblefon — The King township 
council meeting here last week 
passed a resolution calling for a 
meeting of the councils of mun- 
icipalities in the Holland River 
watex'shed to discuss the estab- 
lishment of a Holland River Con- 
servation Authority, Last week, 
Aurora also passed a similar res- 
olution. The provincial legisla- 
tion under which local conserva- 
tion authorities are established 
requires that two or more of the 
municipalities within the water- 
shed pass resolutions like those 
passed by King and Aurora as 
an initial* condition. to the estab- 
lishment of an authority. 

After expressing support of 
conservation measures generally, 
and the principle behind the res- 
tricted wood cutting by-law be- 
fore the county council particu- 
larly, the King council passed a 
resolution urging passage of the 
by-law with certain modifica- 
tions. The resolution suggested 
a more suitable by-law might be 
drafted by a joint meeting of the 
reforestation and agricultural 
committee. The changes indicat- 
ed by the council had to do 
with local application of the law, 
and do not effect the intention 
of the law, to police indiscrimin- 
ate destruction of trees. 

The council asked again that 
the Toronto and York Roads 
Commission erect "30 miles per 
hour limit" road signs at King 
village. "Members of the coun- 
cil are continually receiving re- 
ports about the speed of cars and 
trucks in King City," the resolu- 
tion said in part, "and the town- 
ship constables have no authority 
to summon the drivers under 50 
miles per hour unless these signs 
are erected."

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We read that George Orwell has published a second book, 
and thereby were reminded that we hod borrowed his first, a 
satire entitled Animal Farm, but had not yet read it. An exam- 
ination of the book case located it between two paper-back mys- 
teries. It is a small book as these things go and we read it Sat- 
urday night. Now we regret wo hadn't read it earlier for it is 
one of the most illuminating books we know. 

The narrative is simple. Major, a prize boar, feels his days 
arc numbered but before he goes he summons to him all the 
farm animals and imparts to them a dream he has had in which 
the animals throw off the yoke of human domination, proclaim 
themselves free and equal and capable of administering their 
own affairs. The revolution comes sooner than old Major had 
anticipated. Jones, the farmer, and his hired men are driven 
from the farm by the animals. The name of the farm is changed 
from Manor Farm to Animal Farm, and government by animals 

for animals is establised. 

The thinking which inspired the animals* revolution against 
humans was called, fittingly enough, Animalism, and after the 
revolution which overthrew Farmer Jones, the Seven Co/n- 
mandments of Animalism were inscribed with much pomp on 
the end wall of the barn. They were: "Whatever goes on two 
feet is an enemy; whatever goes on four feet or has wings is a 
friend; no animal shall wear clothes; no animal shall sleep in 
bed; no animal shall drink alcohol; no animal shall kill any- 
other animals; all animals are equal." But all animals are not 
equal. The pigs on Animal Farm had learned to read and write 
and it wasn't long before they had assumed the roles of direc- 
tors of Animal Farm activities. One of the pigs, Napoleon, is 
corrupted by power and drives his co-chairman, Snowball, into 
exile and disgrace in a manner quite reminiscent of Stalin's 
treatment of Trotsky. Purges follow, just as they did in Russia, 
with several animals confessing to sins against the state of 
Animal Farm, and paying the ultimate penalty for these slips. 

Anim3l Farm is written simply, so simply that a child 
could read it and enjoy it for an animal story. But in this sim- 
plicity there is a terrible double meaning for in the record of 
Animal Farm there is a pointed satire on the totalitarian state 
which gains in its pertinence by the author's ability to avoid 
the obvious. The story of Animal Farm is the story of every 
totalitarian state, the events following in a dreadful order 
which no one can forestall, until they reach a climax which for 
cows and the sheep of Animal Farm meant a return to old 
tyranny under new masters, and for the human beings in Ger- 
many and Italy meant conquest, and to the Russian the chok- 
ing trappings of a police state. , 

The press daily refreshes our memories of the terror and 
the tyranny of the police state. Our libraries are jammed wi*h 
their 'histories. But we know of no other book which packs 
more pointed commentary on the rise of the police state into 
such easily read prose.

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The Liberals sought re-election June 27 on the 
strength of their record, and the aspect of that record 
which was most strongly emphasized was social secur- 
ity, and government assistance generally in terms of 
pensions, allowances, and subsidies of one sort or 
another. The Progressive Conservatives attacked Liberal 
paternalism in principle but in practice promised to go 
a step further. Bigger family allowances, for example, 
was one election cry. 

The gradual encroachment of the government on 
the affairs of the individual is deplored by many who 
nominally support the Liberal party. Their argument, 
in its essentials, is that wherever the state undertakes 
to assist the individual, he becomes correspondingly 
dependent upon the state. As a dependent, he loses 
his initiative and drive: he forfeits the personal free- 
dom traditional to this country and necessary to its 
continuing development. The hard working and ener- 
getic are forced to support the lazy. In the administra- 
tion of its bounty, the state becomes an unwieldy thing 
of many thousands of office holders supported by a 
huge budget. Such arguments are sound as far as they 
go, but to reject paternalism in fact is to fly in the 
face of an inevitable of 20th century civilization. The 
times do not permit governments the limited responsi- 
bilities of 50 years ago. They must also assume social 
responsibilities or be voted out of existence. The very 
complexity of our living, its specialization, its depen- 
dence upon others, makes the assistance of the state 
the only alternative to senseless suffering. 

When, for example, thousands of men can be 
thrown out of work by the closing of one factory, men 
who are specialist in one field and dependent upon that 
one factory for employment, only state assistance can 
alleviate their misery and its effects upon Storekeepers, 
doctors, teachers and all others whose income comes 
from these men. So we have unemployment insurance. 
The break up of the family unit, a 20th century develop- 
ment, has made old age pensions a necessity. The 
requirements for children's health have made family 
allowances a necessity. And the list can be continued 
almost indefinitely. 

No nation with an inkling of a social conscience 
can ignore the need for state aid, but the fact of the 
existence of state aid does not make it good or right. 
No matter how disguised, state assistance to the indivi- 
dual is contrary to the tenents of true democracy. That 
slate aid should be required at all is one of the evils 
of our century. But it is required and to argue against 

it but ignore the causes is to be muddle-headed to an 
extreme. 

Our energies would be better directed al the 
destruction of the causes of paternalism, ami where the 
causes lie beyond our control, making sure that the 
stale extends its paternalism no further than it must. 
Paternalism should be considered ill a true democracy 
as a temporary expediency only, to be employed with 
the minimum restriction of the individual's independ- 
ence, and discontinued at the earliest dale. Paternalism 
is not, nor can it ever be, an end in itself in the true 
democracy. 



Compulsory Voting 
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an inevitable election aftermath is the proposal 
that voting be made compulsory. Halloting was 
generally high on June 27, ami polls having percentages 
in the Wh or Wn despite tlio hot weather and holidays, 
but this has not stilted tin; advocates of compulsion. 
It is a deplorable tendency of the limes, this demand 
that Ihe government by blanket benefits or compulsion 
repair inadequacies which arise out of the failure of edu- 
cation or from the wry differences of human nature. 

Compulsory voting would solve no problem suc- 
cessfully. The machinery required for such an Under- 
taking would have to Ik* elaborate, multiplying existing 
officialdom. Worse, it would undermine lh« individual 
acceptance of rwpoinnbility. Forced lo vole, the citizen 
would soon lose inktfmU Finally, a forced vote is a cur- 
tailment of the franchiso; A good oinny yotera exercise 
their right of not going to the polla and a aiuall vote is a 
vary definite indication of public fueling.

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cedure, particularly when the legislation is, as in the 
instances mentioned above, highly controversial. 

Those who are a wa re of the benefits from such 
legislation and grow impatient with the inevitable delay 
on municipal level sometimes insist that the government 
should by-pass the local government and impose the 

laws directly. To wait for the municipalities to take the 
first step is, they say, "passing the buck." Such reason- 
ing is wrong. No matter how beneficial the legislation 
may be, if not immediately popular with a large major- 
ity, it can never be readily acceptable. Its purposes are 
defeated, and its sponsors are accused of high-handed 
methods. Then too, when the decisions ai'e made on a 
local level by those immediately affected, it is an exer- 
cise in self-government, something we can never have 
too much of. 

These considerations are inspired in part by tho de- 
lay which attends the formation of the Holland River 
Conservation Authority. The province has a conserva- 
tion law which covers the establishment of a local con- 
servation authority. Before a local authority can be 
established, however, two or more municipalities must 
rcquest.it. Then, and only then, will the provincial gov- 
ernment act. Although there has been a good deal of in- 
terest in the establishment of a conservation authority, 
it was only last week that two of the affected municipal- 
ities nicide formal request for it. 

The delay is irritating but the authority, when it is 
established, will be the better supported than if it had 
been established arbitrarily by the province. The delay 
should not be objected to if the time has been spent in 
consideration of the advantages and disadvantages of a 
local authority. , 



Wanted: Someone to Start Project 

What high hopes were dashed on Monday when 
the reports on the second water tests on Bogarttown 
creek were received. The first tests had been "A'\ The 
final tests indicated a dismal U W% condemning the 
creek as a swimming pool site. With bulldozer and 
dam, Mayor Vale had thought to provide at least a tem- 
porary swimming pool for Newmarket children on the 
creek between Lydia and Timothy Sts. whore there is 
an attractive stretch of land.. The council had set aside 
§2,000 for the project, the foremost advantage of which 
was that it could be quickly completed* 

With the creek ruled out as a swimming place, 
alternatives were presented at the board of health meet- 
ing which discussed the project. A concrete pool at 
the same site, fed by the waters of the creek through 
a chlorinalion system, was suggested by the medical 
officer, Dr. I* W. Dales. Such a project could bo 
financed either by the town or through the contribu- 
tions of town organizations, some of which have funds 
for swimming pools. 

Tho mayor's efforts to provide a swimming pool 
quickly and cheaply have been balked by unsuitable 
water. There are funds in town for a swimming pool, 
funds which have been raised or allocated for this 
purpose in the past. The council has already set aside 
$2,000 for a .swimming pool project. Surely it should 
bo possible to work out a plan which will make use of 
these funds to everyone's satisfaction to provide a con- 
crete pool. 

The mini is obvious and such a project would be 
heartily encouraged in town. All that is required, 
apparently, is someone to take the initiative. 

Spray Weeds in Elmira 

Newmarket cuts its weeds each year with scythes 
and mowers. At Hhmra, the town's vacant lots, road 
allowances, and grass areas were sprayed with 2, *l-l) 
two years ago. This year only spot spraying will be re- 
quired iH'caiiso the lawns and other grass areas are re- 
ported to be, in excellent condition. 

■ 

Tho spraying was a combined effort with the llortU 
cultural Society, the Board of Trade, and Ihe town coun- 
cil working with a chemical company to complete the 
first year's spraying. The town financed the spraying 
of municipal hinds but private citizens were also given 
spray service at a nominal cost. High school students 
sprayed the grounds about the school themselves, turn- 
ing Ihe task into a practical demonstration of agricul- 
tural practices. ... 

Klmira officials are reported satisfied 'with spray 
method since two years after the first spraying, weed 
control is no longer a major problem. Possibly New-

Now that the proposed public 
school area idea is a dead issue 
for the present in the Township 
of Whitchurch, S.S. No. 6 (White 
Rose) has decided to proceed 
with the erection of a new build- 
ing to replace the old school 
burned down. The children are 
dispersed in the meantime to 
other sections, and they will be 
withdrawn next year or as soon 
as the new building is ready for 
occupancy and a teacher engaged. 
The trustees made application 
before Whitchurch township 
council on Saturday for a deben- 
ture issue of $14,500 which added 
to $2,500 insurance on hand will 
provide the necessary frame 
structure the section hopes to 
erect. The application will re- 
placs one approved a year ago or 
more for a lesser amount, but 

not issued. 

Reeve Ed. Logan reported to 
council that he had attended the 
meeting at Aurora to discuss^ a 
health unit for 14 municipalities 
from Markham to Lake Simcoe.

Schomberg — Last Saturday 
afternoon, a head-on collison be- 
tween a car and a truck took 
the lives of- five people, and in- 
jured three others. The worst 
traffic accident of the current 
Ontario holiday season, it occur- 
red on highway 27 at Cemetery 
Hill, a half-mile east of Schom- 
b *rg. . , 

Dead are: Robert Hamilton, 
50; his wife Barbara, 45; their 
daughter, Margaret, 12; Mr. 
Hamilton's mother, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Hibbard, 71, and Mrs. 
Hamilton's father, Patrick 
Tuohy, 85. Mrs. Hibbard lived 
at ITO& King St. E., Hamilton, 
the others at 1838 Main St. E., 

Hamilton. 

The accident occurred when a 
south-bound car collided head- 
on with a three-ton truck. All 
five victims were riding in the 

car. Three were instantly killed 

by the impact which locked the 
two vehicles in a mass of twist- 
ed steel and crumpled the car 
like a paper bag. Robert Ham- 
ilton and his daughter died 
Saturday night at York County 
Memorial hospital, Newmarket. 
Driver of the truck, Adam 
BJandy, 37, of Holland Marsh 
was rushed to Newmarket hos- 
pital with fractured ribs. Mar- 

Iene, his seven-year-old daugh- 
ter suffered a broken nose and 
smashed teeth, while a passen- 
ger, Oswalt Legault, 45, of 
Pcnetang, received a fractured 
knee-cap. 

Tells of Accident 

Still dazed and suffering from 
shock Mr. Blandy told of the 
accident from his hospital bed. 
He told of leaving Guelph earl- 
ier Saturday after picking up 
his daughter who had been on a 
week's holidays, and of the long 
trip through the driving rain. 
He and Legault had taken turns 
driving. "Shortly before the ac- 
cident. I took over the wheel. I 
was driving along rather slowly 
when a car came over the crest 
of the hill. It was straddling 
the middle of the road. I tried 
to avoid it but the truck skid- 
ded when I put on the brakes. 
The driver of the car seemed to 
freeze when he saw the truck." 

First on the scene following 
the crash was Dudley Hoacock, 
closely followed by his family.

Dales of Newmarket, and a St 
John's High w a y Ambulance - 
crew they attempted to remove 
the bodies from the car. Jam- 
med inside, it required crow- 
bars to pry them loose.

It is this horn 
which gives the pest its common 
name of tomato hornwonn. 

The tomato hornwonn may be 
up to four inches in length and 
its green body is marked with 
oblique white bars, as shown in 
the accompanying Garden-Graph. 
Although it preys most common, 
ly upon tomato plants, it also 
attacks eggplants, peppers and 
potatoes. 

Oftentimes these caterpillars 
are seen to have small white ob- 
jects covering their backs, as Il- 
lustrated. These objects are not 



backs as the adult wasps will 
later escape to attack other 
worms. These parasitic wasps 
arc helpful to the gardener who 
otherwise would find it necessary 
to hand pick the worms to get 
rid of them immediately. 

To control the hornworms in 
large plantings, dust the plants 
in July with calcium orscnate 
dust or rotenono-bearjng dust. 
Repeat applications one or two 
times at ten-day intervals. On 
tomatoes, spraying or dusting 
with ursenicals should be discon- 
tinued at least ten days before 
the tomatoes ripen.

Loaving early Friday morning, the first of July, in the fu* 

tile hope that we would miss most of the holiday traffic, we 
joined the bumper- to-bumper procession, north on No. 11. 
This wc endured only until we reached Bradford and then 
struck off via Nos. 27, 89 and 10, through AIHston, Shelburne, 
to Owen Sound. We had taken this route last August and had 
planned to^try a new one. The time was inapproprinte for extra 
travelling' hours. 

This section of the countryside showed less signs of drought 
than York County, although the hay crop was none too promis- 
ing. Scattered over the fields were the baled bundles — too few 
to the acre. The rippling wheat fields, golden in their ripe- 
ness, the pale greenness of the oats covered the country with a 
brilliant patch-work quilt. 

We stopped at the municipal park, Owen Sound, where we 
had our lunch at a rustic table in a shady spot. Nearby were 
attractive cabiAs on the banks of a small stream. A shallow 
wading pool was the scene of happy shouts as little ones played 
in the cool water. Around -a bend and up the hill was a super- 
vised swimming pool. Here swimmers of every size, shape 
and age enjoyed the spot. We hated to leave. 

The main crop, in the next section of country through 
which we passed, seemed to be rocks. Each cleared field was 
bordered with dry walls— both high and wide. Oh, to have 
such a supply handy to Newmarket for our landscaping pur- 
poses. The 75 mile trip from Owen Sound to Tobermory 
proved less interesting than we had anticipated. General 
farm land, reminiscent of the Bradford road through the 
Marsh, exists until you reach Wiarlon. The new Red Cross 
Bruce peninsula hospital is nearing completion. Besides being 
a welcome medical addition it is architecturally appealing. 
Second growth timber crowds the road on both sides for much 
of the remainder of the way with brief interludes of pastoral 
landscape. It was here on our return trip that a doe .crossed 
the road a few feet in front of our car. Stopped and watched 
us momentarily and then sped into her wooded sanctuary. 

This highway forms a backbone down the peninsula with 
secondary roads, as ribs, reaching out to either shore. This 
bisection is probably the least expensive method of providing 
transportation routes to Bruce, but leaves great areas on both 
coasts unopened. The building of a modern highway which 
would skirt the shoreline as the road does at Lake Simcoe 
from Keswick to Jackson's Point would open that entire 
region for resort and tourist use. Imagine the beauty of such 
a trip up the shores of Lake Huron to Tobermory and back 
by way of the Georgian Bay. Is it too impractical an idea? 

Lions Head was our next port of call. One look at the 
majestic rock formation guarding the entrance to this coastal 
indentation gave us the source of its name. Arriving here 
in the intense heat of the afternoon, the breeze off the water 
brought welcome relief. The clean, clear water, (even at 
the depth of water at the pier, the bottom could be seen) 
invited us to swim. Fishing boats, big and small, nets spread 
to dry, a light-house atop the large pier identify this tiny 

hamlet. 

Night was closing in. The last red embers of the camp- 
fire glowed as we sat outside our log cabin at Tobermory 
and waited— ail sticky-mouthed after our - marshmcllow roast- 
Still we were reluctant to leave even for the few moments 
needed to repair these damages. To a passer-by we would 
have presented a very odd picture* but fortunately there was 
none. Mother and Dad were comfortably enthroned in rock- 
ing chairs, "No need to bruise oneself with discomfort by 
perching on a rock," was Mother's comment when we offered 
her one which had been placed near the fire for her conveni- 
ence. With the last rays of light, Dad was busily reading the 
financial page of the Toronto paper — "committing it to 
memory"— was our accusation. Without raising his eyes, he 

said, "It's late tonight." 1 

From the village below came the sounds of some fancy 
fiddling as the Saturday dance got underway. Everyone con- 
sulted his watch. 

Almost in reply to our over-anxious waiting came three 
shrill whistles— The Norisle was rounding Cove Island. Papers 
were dropped; faces and hands hastily rinsed; "Where is the 
dog's leash? Where did you put my jacket?" so went the 
questions, but it was onty seconds from the time of the 
signal until wc had all piled into the car and were off to 
welcome in the boat which conducts a ferry service between 
Manitoulin Island and Tobermory. 

To a Nova Scotian family the call of an approaching 
vessel is a lovely sound— tike the bagpipes to a Scot. How- 
ever, heard at 5 a.m., when awakened from a deep slumber, 
those same blasts had lost their sentimental appeal. To be 
honest, I never did see the boat on its morning calls but other 
members of the family— more nautically minded said it was 
much the best time. * 

Wc arrived at the pier before the approximately 250-foot 
boat nosed 'round the outer island. Taking up our watch we 
soon sighted her, silhouetted against the horizon. Night glasses 
brought her into closer view. As she changed course we could 
pick out first her port and then her starboard lights. Coming 
into the channel the giant search light lit up the bearing mark- 
ers for her pilot— spotlighting one group of watchers— throwing 
the others into deeper shadow. 

The Norisle, the first post war luxury ship built at Colling- 
wood dockyards, made famous by wartime corvette construc- 
tion, is three years old. Her top speed is 19 knots. (About 19.50 
land lubber miles.) and Captain O. Long told U3 that they had 
opened it up to the full speed for the first time over this July 1 
weekend. 

Built to carry CO ears, the Norisle averages 50 because of 
the larger body design of the post war cars. The highest num- 
ber stored to date for a crossing is 54 cars. The cars are loaded 
on the twin deck and lowered by hydraulic elevator to the low- 
er deck. This principle was adopted from the flat tops where 
tho airplane landed on the top deck and was immediately 
whisked below by a powerful hydraulic efevator to the low- 
the deck. Hero is another example of war benefitting peace. 

The 50-mile round trip is made in about seven hours which 
Etllows for an hour stop-over before returning. Half the cost of 
the trip is borne by the government through a subsidy. Hun- 
dreds of American cars lined the pier and waited their turn on 
one of the three daily trips, 

Aft, larger sea doors wore opened and trucks and freight 
loaded. Here we saw the poop deck quarters of the crew, me- 
ticulously clean, but rather bare. It required a technique for 
most drivers to unload their cars and more than one from the 
ferry continued its trip minus a fender trim. 

At length ail the cars were toaded, the boat had refueled, 
about 150 passengers were aboard, the sea doors were securely 
dogged and once again the Norisle was ready to make her trip. 
Two blasts of her whistle and shortly we were watching with 
fascination her tricky exit from Tobermory. Oil burners may 
be more modern, but we prefer the sight of the Norisle, smoke 
belching from her funnel, disappear from sigh t, beyond the 
harbor- 






If you plan a trip to Tobermory, try to include some boat- 
ing. Local fishermen will take you out trawling or just for the 
trip to Flower Pot Island or along the rock-bound shoreline. 
Even the rocks are interesting in this area. In some places they 
resemble coral in their formations and in others the cliffs look 
man-made— as if in some bygone days giants built these 100 to 
200-foot perpendicular retaining walls. 

Off Cabbage Head the water is reported to bo over 500 feet 
deep. On board the "Anne Joy" in the early evening we settled 
back to enjoy the hour and a half trip out to view the Flower 
Pots. These two unusual natural formations give their name 
to the National Park on the Island. Over 50 feet high and lean- 
ing at a ten-degree angle these rocks are 20 feet across at the 
toj> with a diameter of only six feet at their base. They really 
resemble flower pots. 

Dozens of small craft, similar to the one on which we had 
been "sight seeing" were at the piers on our return as were 
many luxury yachts. One of them was the Virginia, out of 
Fort Lauderdale — 110 feet of ocean cruising yacht. On the 
quarter deck the officers dressed in their summer Issue watched 
the town's people who watched the tourists who In turn watch- 
ed the officers so that everyone had a wonderful lime with no 
one appearing overly rude. As you may have gathered by this 
time— ^wo liked what we found and saw and experienced at 
Tobermory!

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Twenty-four years ago this Simon's 
summer, the lacrosse experts in 
Aurora, Bradford and Newmar- 
ket, tired of beating each other's 
brains out on the greensward 
and seeing their teams go down 
to defeat from what they judged 
to he divided strength, decided 
to try the noble experiment of 
a confederacy in Canada's na- 
tional sport.

It was the brainchild of such 
doughty exponents of the gutted 
stick as Ben Collings of Brad- 
ford, Turk and Frank Doyle of 
Newmarket, and Fred Browning 
of Aurora. The fact that these 
fellows year after year had been 
trying to outsmart one another 
was forgotten. The three muni- 
cipalities together would cer- 
tainly be able to field a team to 
beat the best in the province 
and bring back the glories of the 
past. Besides which, the take at 
the gate with the united front of 
three sets of fans behind thcn\ 
wouldn't do the players and 
promoters any harm, though to 
be fair to the gents above-nam- 
ed they always placed the game 
before monetary returns and 
were "on the nut" most years 
for several hundred dollars* . 

The first obstacle of course 
was the fact that there were too 
many players to choose from* 
Ivots of playing material meant 
that to start with, some of the 
steady-plodding lads who really 
form the backbone of any loam 
didn't even try for a place be- 
cause they figured there were 
too many name players and Ou\v 
didn't have a chance. Name 
players, who were for the most 
part established stars, didn't 
train as hard as did those who 
lino to travel all out to make a 
place on the team, with the re- 
sult they couldn't keep pace 
with their checks when the hot 
sun boiled down later in the 
year. . 

It also meant that many play- 
ers were going at that stage on 
name alone. They had the sav- 
vy, but not the leg drive to put 
it into action. Add to that the 
fact that there were three dif- 
ferent schools of thought on 
playing methods, and the fn'-t 
that some of the boys personal* 
ly weren't forgetting the rival- 
ries of other years. When it 
took practically to next spring 
to get oh speaking terms with 
the opponents from other towns, 
and . you can see some, of Uvj 
problems thai had to be faced, 
but which were glossed over.

The 
games rotated between the three 
centres, but it was in Bradford 
Fair Grounds that the crowds 
really poured in, into the small 
thousands no less, on Saturday 
afternoons and Bradford was no 
oasis in those days. The regu- 
lar schedule presented some of 
the greatest lacrosse ever ploy- 
ed in these parts, with the B.N. 
A. lads coming home in front 
and apparently headed for an 
OLA, championship. 

It was not to be however. 
Brampton Excelsiors had an in- 
termediate entry that year, and 
with a surplus of senior players 
who played intermediate, and a 
junior team that was tops in On- 
tario, they fielded a team that 
outsped the B.N.A. team in a 
great play-nff series. In those 
days, the O.L.A. allowed teen- 
agers to play in as many serh* 
as they chose so long as t h f*y 
were young enough, with the re- 
sult that Brampton, like ;>t. 
Catharines in later years, had 
players performing from senior 
to juvenile, and equally good in 
all series. Archie IJuddemcade, 
now in North Bay and an ev- 
Newmarket junior, was n mem- 
ber of the Brampton club that 
year. 

The senior B.N.A. club fea- 
tured some of the most famous 
names in district lacrosse. "Slog- 
cy" Hodgins, elongated net- 
mlnder, guarded the twine-cage 
with the then youthful Ted 
Gapp of Bradford as under- 
study. The late Guy "Dm?' Mc- 
Ilale, and Harry Doonan of 
Newmarket, John Billing of Au- 
rora "Big Mike" McKinstry, Kd. 
Armstrong and Jim Church of 
Bradford, Bob Mcleod and the 
late "Curly" Kleury of Aurora 
comprised the dofencemen, in- 
cluding point ami cover-point. 
Hilling, one of the best lacrosse 
and hockey players ever pro- 
duced ifi Aurora, resides in the 
States, while Armstrong is chief 
constable at Midland, and re- 
sponsible for the lacrosse revival 
there. 

Up front, Kid llarman and 
Jack Kgan, and the late George 
Hart, gave Aurora representa- 
tion with f lamia n the leading 
scorer on i\m, team.
